She admitted that he was 
gravely agitated over the divorce pro 
ceeddngs which threatened to involvi 
lim; worried almost to despair over 
the prospect of his love letters to her 
becoming public and subjecting him tt_ 
ridicule; fearful lest h-is reputation 
which was dear to him, "become black 
_ened by impending revelations, and 
was ~iven to thoughts of self-destruc 
tion and. the deepest despair. 


Mrs. Burdick declared that Fennel 


was infatuated with her ana admitted 
that her repeated promises to her hus 
tand, made in absolute 
faith, 
were 


. broken because of 'Pennell's persist- 
ence in seeking her out and forcing 
the meetings which resulted in .so 
much unhappiness, and, as the author 
ities believe, the nranler of Mr. Bur- 
dick. 


She insisted that her oniy outbursts 


of affection with Pennell were kisses 
and innocent embraces. Had she ever 
known that he intended harm to her 
husband, notwithstanding that she lov- 
ed him and did not love Mr. Burdick, 
she would 'have warned Burdick,.she 
declared. Mrs. Burdick's admisisons 
were under the questioning of her own 
attorney. 


It developed during the inquest that 


Pennell had given to Mrs. Burdick a 
$50,000 bond to insure to her the pay- 
ment in November, 1902, of 125,000, 
and if not paid at that time to remain 
as a claim upon the ^state. This bond 
was found in Mrs. Burdick's box in a 
deposit company's vault, but s"ae de- 
nied ever having seen it or knowing 
of its existence. 


That it Is the aim of the prosecuting 


authorities to show that the death of 
Mr. Burdick was due to a conspiracy, 
and that Arthur R. PenneJl was the 
area conspirator, could not be doubted 
by those who heard the proceedings. 


Great stress was laid by the District 


Attorney upon the admitted fact that 
after Mrs. Burdick, In Atlantic City, 
learned in a dispatch from her moth- 
er that Mr. Burdick was dead, she wir- 
ed Pennell to meet her at the station 
in Buffalo.

One of the most notable features
